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PRODUCTIVITY AND LUXURY. 
Americans are more 
extravagant 
than 
any other people in the world. 
Moreover, 
an rnalysis made by the National City bank 
appears to indicate that luxury purchases 
increase in this country even in years when 
national income 
declines, 
comments the 
New York Herald. 
The bank finds that 
while the value of all manufacturers in the 
United States fell 30 per cent in 1021 below 
that of 1919 a large share of the articles 
classed as luxuries not only held their own 
but in many casas 
showed 
an actual in­ 
crease. 
Thus while 1921, compared with 1919, 
showed a falling off of 37 per cent in the 
value of food produced, of 40 per cent in 
. iron and steel manufacturers, of 43 per cent 
in other metals and metal products, of 24 
per cent in textiles and of 41 per cent in 
leather and its products, there were sub­ 
stantial increases in the total value of the 
production of tobacco, cigar boxes, match­ 
es, perfumes and cosmetics, millinery and 
lace goods, hair work, flavoring extracts, 
statuary and art goods, artists’ materials, 
gold and silver leaf, organs, soda water ap­ 
paratus, umbrellas and canes, signs and ad­ 
vertising novelties, show 
cases, 
sporting 
goods, theatrical scenery, magazines and 
pottery. 
This does 
not 
necessarily 
reflect an 
alarming tendency. 
It does not prove that 
the country is going to the dogs. 
At least 
part of the discrepency between the falling 
off in production of the necessary articles 
and the maintained production of the lux­ 
ury articles is explained by the tact that 
many of the former, particularly foodstuffs 
and iron and steel products, are among our 
heaviest exports. 
In these the decline of 
the European market undoubtedly played a 
large part in 
reducing 
production. 
Ex­ 
perts to Europe in 1921 were valued at §2,- 
364.000.000, or less than half of the $5,- 
188.000.000 of experts to Europe in 1919. 
Of luxuries on the other, this country is an 
importer rather than an exporter. 
The principal 
question 
is whether the 
American workman is putting enough aside 
to meet the 
possibility 
of hard times or 
other contingencies. 
Conceivably he could 
be doing better than he is. But the increase 
in savings bank deposits indicates that he 
is as well off in this respect as he hn ■■ ever 
been.

A FAMOUS ROMANCE. 
From the M anchester Guardian. 
The death, in extreme old age. in the lit­ 
tle island of Caprera, of Donna Francesca 
Garibaldi, widow of the 
famous 
Italian 
patriot, has given many French and Italian 
writers a peg on which to hang again what 
one of Garibaldi’s English biographers has 
called “a love story of nearly ten years of 
married life which none of the world's fa- 
mous legends of love surpasses in romance 
and beauty.” 
But the heroine of that epi­ 
sode was 
not 
Francisca 
Garibaldi, but 
Anita, the beautiful Brazilian, whom Gari­ 
baldi first saw through a telescope from the 
deck of a gunboat, wooed, won and carried 
away despite the opposition of her friends 
and of another man to whom she had been 
plighted without affection. 
The romance 
ended in a tragedy, for Anita died in Gari­ 
baldi’s 
arms 
among 
the 
marshes 
of 
Ravenna, “a martyr to Italy and to him. 
It was many years later, after Garibaldi’s 
unfortunate 
second 
marriage 
to 
the 
Marches Guisepina, a marriage 
followed 
almost immediately by a complete and final 
separation, that Francesca Amosino came 
m the scene as a nurse to the children of 
lis daughter, Teresa. She soon became his 
companion and 
the 
sharer of his adven- 
urea, but it was not until 1880, and after 
prolonged and 
conflicting procee dings in 
iivorce, that he got the freedom that en­ 
abled him to marry her* 
And that was 


within two years of his death. 
For over 
forty years Donna Francesca had remained 
in Caprera, 
the jealous 
guardian of her 
husband’s home and memory.

long before her 
death she received a visit from Signor Mus­ 
solini, who assured her that the creed of 
Garibaldi and Fascism were equally com­ 
patible with love for Italy.

PLAIN TALK TO EUROPE. 


From the Montreal Star. 
Whatever may have actuated her finan­ 
ciers, the American nation did not go into 
the war for selfish reasons. 
The vast sums 
of money and even more valuable personal 
labor which the Americans have been ex­ 
pending in Europe for charitable purposes 
ever since the armistice have not been re­ 
garded as “investments” which will bear 
cash dividends. 
All these contributions to 
Europe’s salvation have come from the very 
altruism at which Lord Birkenhead sneers; 
if the United States is to go in today in any­ 
thing like a systematic manner the great 
wars of her people will agree to this action 
for philantropic reasons. 
If philanthropy 
cannot work this miracle, certainly selfish­ 
ness cannot. There are several things that 
Europe has got to do to reconquer the confi­ 
dence of America. 
The 
Americans 
will 
neither send money to Europe nor let Eu­ 
rope keep the 
money it owes the United 
States, so long as they see it spent in the 
maintenance of swollen armaments— larger 
than existed 
before 
the war. 
Again, it 
must stop starting a new “war scare” every 
fortnight. The American people will never 
go whole-heartedly 
into 
the 
work 
of 
straightening out the European tangle so 
long as every few weeks the risk that there­ 
by they may be compelled to take on an­ 
other war is brandished in their faces. Eu­ 
rope must decide 
that, 
for the present, 
nothing is or can be worth a war before it 
will get real American assistance. 
Europe 
must take up its economic problems in the 
peace spirit and not in the war spirit. For 
instance, it must permit economic attrac­ 
tion and not racial hate to direct its use of 
transportation lines, as in the case of the 
old Austrian railways which the new neigh­ 
boring nationalities tried to hamstring. Of 
course, 
Europe 
need 
do 
none of these 
things. It has been much worse off than it 
is today and recovered without a particle of 
outside help from this or any other conti­ 
nent.

Confirm Reports of Robberies 
LONDON, Sept. 11—Refugees from 
Japan, brought to Shanghai by 
the 
steamer Empress of Canada, confirm 
reports that foreign victims of the 
disaster were robbed and murdered, 
says a Shanghai 
dispatch 
to 
the 
Morning Post. 
All of the survivors, many of whom 
were taken to hospitals, told poign­ 
ant stories 
of 
their 
experiences. 
Many are 
penniless 
and 
without 
clothes, while several dementia pa­ 
tients are being cared for. 
Some of the foreign business con­ 
cerns, says the correspondent, have 
decided against reopening their Yo­ 
kohama establishments, fearing that 
conditions in that city will always 
be uncertain. 
Five thousand tons of foodstuffs 
and medical supplies have been ship­ 
ped from Shanghai to Kobe together 
with eighty tons of frozen meats re­ 
presenting Hong Kong's donation to 
the Japanese people. 
Two relief parties of doctors and 
nurses have gone (o Tokio and Yoko­ 
hama. 
It is reported that Kobe Is 
o v e r c r o w d e d and that there is dan­ 
ger of an epidemic there. 


Yokohama warned the United States 
navy men that ,t was too early to 
attempt to reach Tokio.

less destroyer 217 made the run and

The foreigners slept in the 
open and received military rations 
and two meals daily from the hotel 
authorities, who placed all their re­ 
sources in food, clothing and bed­ 
ding at the disposal of the foreign 
residents as well as the guests of the 
hostelery.

The foreigners remained Isolated 
in the hotel grounds until Tuesday 
morning w*hen the destroyer arrived. 
The steamer Empress of Australia 
continued her relief work at Yoko­ 
hama for nine/lays before proceeding 
to Kobe with 200 European and Amer­ 
ican refugees. 
Most of the tourists 
got away as quickly as possible, but 
many of the foreigners whose homes 
were in Tokio are remaining and as­ 
sisting in the relief work. 
The American and British embas­

says, 
are 
still 
quartered in the Imperial Hotel. The 
American official records were re­ 
moved from the embassy, he says, be­ 
fore the fire reached the vicinity of 
the embassy compound, and all the 
records and official reports are safe. 
It is likewise believed the British 
archives were saved. 
British warships have arrived at 
Yokohama and are cooperating with 
she American authorities. 
The moratorium, the government 
relief fund and the prohibition of 
speculation have all combined to af­ 
ford assurance of Japan’s ability to 
recuperate, the message adds.

The thousands who are sleeping 
out no doubt pefer this, since earth­ 
quakes continue, some of them rath­ 
er serious.

IN COAL INDUSTRY

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—Improv­ 
ed means of 
cooperation 
between 
miners and 
operators 
in

responsibilities to the 
public was the keynote of 
recom­ 
mendations in a report submitted by 
the coal commission 
to 
President 
Coolidge on the national industry. 
Summing up its study of the in­ 
dustry in the report published today, 
the commission held that until all 
measures for holding both sides to 
their responsibilities have been ex­ 
hausted it would be “extremely un­ 
wise for the public 
to embark on 
coercive measures of regulation of 
labor relations.** 
The commission made thirty seven 
specific recommendations as a basis 
for adjustments in the industry by 
which it held such operation possible 
as would insure a dependable fuel 
supply to the public, adequate wages 
to the miners and a reasonable re­ 
turn to the operators. 
Outstanding 
among these was the recommenda­ 
tion tor 
compulsory 
investigation 
whenever failure to agrco on the re­ 
newal of a wage contract appeared 
imminent. 
For the purpose of focusing “moral 
pressure’’ upon the negotiators, the 
president cf the commission recom­ 
mended, should then secure a report 
and award oil the questions at is­ 
sue. 
Another recommendation wras 
that there be included in every con­ 
tract a clause providing for its auto­ 
matic renewal excepting such provis­ 
ions as may be renounced 90 days 
prior to the date of expiration.
